The Govern- 
meii(>had laid out immense sums iu ac- 
cumuljtfjug large supplies of provisions 
and military stores ou the frontier and 
in creating and equipping a fleet to aid 
the operations of the army under Gen. 
Harrison —expenditures which ex- 
pressed its deep solicitude to retake the 
ground lost by Hull, capture Malden 
and destroy tho hostile force in the up- 
permost Canada. In view of a decisive 
movement to put an end to the war in 
that quarter, the Governor of Kentucky 
was authorized by the Legislature to 
take command, whenever he deemed it 
proper, of such requisitions as might be 
made by the Government for militia 
troops. The Secretary of 'W'ai-, Gen- 
eral Armstrong, of literary and political 
distinction and recently minister to 
France, though a Martinet in military 
affairs, had cherished the vain hope of 
creating a sufficient regular force for 
the main campaign by enlistments in 
the 19th and 26th Ohio regiments, 26th 
Kentucky and Ball’s squadron, under 
Brig. Gen. Cass, and the 17th Kentucky 
27th Ohio and 24th Tennessee regi- 
ments, under Brig. Gen. McArthur, and 
of dispensing with the use of militia for 
active operatious audcouiiniug them to 
the garrisoning of the Various posts on 
the frontier. But Geu. Harrison ascer- 
tained at an early day in July that the 
regular force would not be suflBcient, 
and reporting this fact to the "War De- 
partment, he was authorized to draw 
upon the Governor of Kentucky for 
2,000 militia. He immediately dis- 
patched bis aid-de-camp, Major Trim- 
ble, to Frankfort, Kentucky, with this 
authority, adding the following touch- 
ing request: “To make this last effort, 
why not, my dear sir, come iu person? \ 

You would not object to a command 
that would be uoniinal only. I have 
such confidence in your wisdom that 
you iu fact should be ‘the guiding head 
and I the hand’. The situation you 
would be placed in would not be with- 
out its parallel, Scipio, the conqueror 
of Carthage, did not disdain to act as 
the Lieutenant of his younger and less 
experienced brother Lucius.” 

Shelby’s reply is worthy his revolu- 
tionary fame: “No apology was neces- 
sary to invite me to your standard. 

Had I more ago and much greater ex- 
perience I would not hesitate to fight 
under your banner for the honor and 
interest of my beloved country.” 

General Harrison had no authority 
from the Secretary of 'War to call for water; 
mounted troops, tho only force which 
could probably arrive at the scene of 
operatious in time to effect the object 
of the campaign. Gov. Shelby assum- 
,ed the-responsibility of issuing a proc- 
lamation ou the 31st of July, omitting 
to notice the small number of infantry 
required by the Secretary of War, and 
inviting all able bodied Kentuckians, 
with good rifles and horses, to meet 
him in thirty days at Newport, and he 
would lead them to the headquarters of 
the Northwest wing and share with 
them in its perils and triumphs. Four 
thousand noble Kentuckians, with the 
rifle and the horse, for which the men 
of the “dark and bloody ground” are 
famous, met him at the time appointed.

ter either good, bad or indillerent, but 
mainly bad, and of so reckless and par- 
tisan a spirit that they might well be 
blinded if they were better men with 
better minds better educated. Both in 
tlie House and in tlie Senate tlic Itcpub- 
licans are inferior on the average to tlie 
ordinary run of men of the middle 
class. The few striking exceptions are 
for the most part either utterly fanatical 
or notoriously dislionest — in either case 
wholly unscrupulous in regard to the 
means they use or the consequences of 
tlieir actionli, and the rank and file of 
Congress follow like a Hock of sheep 
or a pack of hounds. Even in the Sen- 
ate, where a certaio show of dignity 
and sometimes almost of fairness is 
kept up by a sort of tacit uiiderst lad- 
ing between the parties, recent votes 
have proved beyond question that the 
whole thing is the merest sliam, and 
that when tlie time comes to vote, es- 
pecially if the voting is secret, the re- 
spectable nouentities of the Kepublican 
party never dare to depart more than a 
iiair’s-brcadth from the line drawn by 
the extremest and most reckless Kadi- 
cals. These last have actually at the 
present moment the full command for 
any purpose whatever of a two-thirds 
vote in each House, aud tlio wav they 
use it is a fearful illustration of mob 
power. 

Tlie impeachment of tlieir own Presi- 
dent on a series of frivolous charges 
for a mere party purpose is the most 
striking display of tlieir utter inability 
to understand, much less carry on, a 
free constitutional government; but it 
is by no means the most far reaeliing in 
its consequences nor the most disas- 
trous in its immediate effect. Beyond 
and above this is their positive deter- 
mination to carry ail the electoral votes 
of tlie States lately belonging to the 
Southern Confederacy, altiiough at the 
expense of every principle of tree gov- 
ernment. They are absolutely resolved 
to disfranchise under this, that, or the 
other pretence every man in those 
States capable of casting an intelligent 
vote, and give the power to a class con- 
fessedly so ignorant that it requires a 
special department of the military to 
act as its guardian and try to keep it 
from pauperism and vagabondage long 
enoiigti to elect one more Kepublican 
President. In order to do this tliey are 
compelled deliberately to destroy the 
productive power of feu fertile and 
formerly rich and prosperous States, 
and yet they do not licsitate. Tlicy are 
killing tlie goose tliat laid them golden 
eggs , but they do not liesitate. They 
are obliged, in order to do it, to cripple 
the Supreme Court as well as remove 
the President, and to do botli in utter 
disregard of law, justice, aud the Con- 
stitution, hilt they do not hesitate. — 
They are senseless and remorseless, 
blind and brutal, and for the chance ol 
a mere temporary party success they 
are not only willing, but madly eager,

The cost of reconstruct o', has been 
reckoned to amount to a hundred mil- 
lions a year; but tlie cost of the 
peachment of the President is likely 
exceed that sum. It cannot be estima- 
ted by any comparison with the ex- 
pense of the of»cn-referred-to trial of 
Warren Hastings. This trial will ex- 
ceed that in cost by as ranch hs it does 
in importance. The trial of Hastings 
Lasted seven years, but it occupied the 
House of Lords oply one hundred and 
twenty days, at various intervals, which 
were required for obtaining testimony 
from India. In the end, Hastings was 
acquitted, but required to pay the cost 
of prosecution, amounting to seventy- 
one thousand pound.s, wlyle the cost of 
the Government was over a hundred 
thousand pounds. 

But the trial of Hastings did not in- 
terrupt the course of business, nor 
shake the public credit, nor threaten 
the Empire with dissolution. The im- 
peachment of the President has already 
disturbed the business relations of the 
country', and has postponed indefinitely 
that attention to its deranged fiscal con- 
cerns which was expected and required 
from Congress. 

If the agitation so persistently pro- 
moted by Congress should continue 
mucii longer, aud mingle with the strife 
of the Presidential election, it may cost 
the bondholders and the banks more 
than one-half of their entire invest- 
ments. It is very plain that the Kadlcal 
majority in Congress will stop at noth- 
ing in pursuit of their purpose to over- 
throw the Covernmeiit as it was estab- 
lished by the Constitution, aud concen- 
tmte its powers in the hands of this 
central directory. Their President, if 
they obtain one through impeachment, 
will be a mere puppet in their posses- 
sion — a sort of “supple-jack,” for their 
amusement and derision. 

TliC cost of impeachment can only be 
estimated by the amount of damage 
which it has done and will do to the 
credit of the Government abroad and 
at home, and by the loss which must bo 
sustained by paralizing every effort in 
the future for the material recupera- 
tion of the Soutlicrn staple-producing 
States.

Fc some days past it has bv^n our 
oftlce to chronicle the inciaents of a 
great contest between the Directors of 
the Erie Railroad, on the one hand, and 
Commodore Vanderbilt, representing 
the New York Central Railroad, on the 
other. Both these roads lead from this 
city to the interior of the State; and to 
the West— the Eric directly, and the 
Central through its connection with the 
Hudson River and Harlem roads. Un- 
fortunately for the Erie Company, how- 
ever, its guage, or the width between 
its rails, is so much broader than that 
of most of the roads connecting with it 
at its western end, that the cars con- 
taining freight coming from points be- | 
yond it can not be run upon its track, 
and must therefore be sent over the 
Central road, the guages of which is 
better suited to their wheels. To rem- 
edy this disadvantage, the Erie Com- 
pany bad projected two Improvements: 
first, to lay a third rail on its pwn track, 
BO as to accommodate uarrow-guage 
cars; and, second, to lay a siuiilar rail 
on certain uarrow-guage roads termi- 
nating in Chicago, so that its own cars 
could be run directly to that city.

Now, if this contest affected only 
gamblers in stocks, it would not 
i concern the public; but, as it ap- 
pears to us, every citizen has the deep- 
est interest in its being terminated as 
speedily as possible by the discomfit- 
ure of Mr. Vanderbilt. What would 
be the result if he were to obtain the 
control of the Erie, as he has of the 
Central road, may be judged by the 
policy he has adopted since the latter 
fell into his possession. Pe has so 
raised the rates of freight from this 
city to the various towns along its line, 
th:tit costs as much to carry goods 
from here to Syracuse, Rochester, and 
other such places, as it does to carry 
■ them to Cleveland, Leiroit inu even 
Chicago. Let him once get the Eric 
road into his possession likewise, and 
the tariflT of freights along its whole 
length will be raised in the same man- 
ner, and not only that, but the freights 
on all the Western roads connecting 
with the two. The cffjct of this would 
be to divert traffic froLi New York to 
Philadelphia and Baltimore, and se- 
riously interfere with our prosperity. 

The consummation of the Vander- 
bilt project is not, indeed, likely to be 
effected. The courts, in the first place, 
will, as soon as the case can be proper- 
ly presented to them, dissolve the in- 
junctions obtained against Mr. Drew, 
and the rest of the Erie Directors; and 
besides, a committee appointed by the 
State Senate is now investigating the 
whole affair, with a view to prevent by 
legislation the anticipated injury to the 
interests of the city and State. But we 
think it well that the public should 
know what the great railroad mouopo- 
list is aiming at, that they may be on 
their guard against bis machinations.
